WAS  the  full  uitnefs  called  on  by 
Adir.hal  Ive^ipei  in  his  defence;  and 
Weil  might  lie  pUcL*  entire  confidence  in 
a  tViend  To  fincerr,  a  feaman  fo  great,  and 
a  man  fo  honclt.  Sir  Rolurt  had  tx- 
))nlTVl  the  greateft  indignation  at  the 
vili  liny  of  the  accuUtion  ;  and  poilefling 
:d!  the  exquifite  fentations  that  fiiendlhip 
:  nd  irne  lionoor  could  impart,  it  was  not 
in  lii«^  power,  noi  dill  he  drive,  to  con* 
I  ral  tl»c  abhorrence  he  felt  at  the  liciHfii 
leheme  praCtifed  againfi  the  life  and  the 
I  haraCter  of  liis  btavc  compatriot.  Jn 
Iceliiig  for  him,  he  felt  for  the  Britiih

The  value  of  this  worthy  cfheer  is  wcH 
known.  liis  condin^t  in  the  hi.'l  W’af 
will  mM,  cannot  be  f-'rgot  by  his  grate¬ 
ful  country.  In  the  little  trigate  called 
the  Tur/wr,  he  was  i!.e  terror  of  France^ 
a’Kl  made  greater  havock  of  their  trade 
than  any  one  oflieer  that  ever  failed  from 
Hri‘*In  in  a  Tingle  lliip.  By  an  txad 
comput;^tion  it  ij.  known,  that  in  his  lit¬ 
tle  frigate  he  took  from  the  French  three 
thouUnd  four  hundred  and  fifty  guns, 
.and  upwards  of  four  thoufand  men.  The 
forlune  lie  made  by  this  enterprding  fpi- 
rit  was  equal  to  the  ri!k  lie  run,  and  the 
homnir  hr  acquired  adequate  to  his  fon- 
tl^fi  exj'e^^.itions.  lie  wa-  jufily  efteem- 
cd  one  <  f  the  grea’cil  ornaments  of  our 
n.iT\,  ai  d  his  country  placfd  the  firmeft 
c  ‘nfuk'iice  in  hisbiavcry  and  i xi'^eriencc. 
lie  was  appointed  to  the  command  of 
the  Shiewfhury  in  ti  e  lite  Txpedition, 
aiul  ilu  re  he  lliev.  cd  th.e  fame  g.allant 
ipiiit  a*  b.fore. — The  evidence  he  gave 
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vvns  equal  to  his  former  condiufl,  juft, 
nohle,  and  generous.  He  judged  ot  his 
Commandtr  with  freedom,  decl.ircd  his 
ffiUiments  with  uOieferved  boldnefs,  and 
appeared  as  difiuterefted  and  indepen¬ 
dent  in  his  approbation  of  the  Admiral, 
as  iie  has  fncAu  hiinfelf  in  every  other 
recurrence  of  his  life.

Mr  Wood  has  given  Mr  Hampden  i 
pla<*e  among  the  Oxford  writers,  ai  d 
tells  usoflrveral  ipeeches  under  his  name; 
but  he  gives  us  an  extract  of  one,  which 
is  entitled,  “.\«!ilcrect  and  learned  fpeech 
fpoken  in  puli.imcnt,  on  WeJn  Idiy  the 
4th  of  January  1641,  by  Mr  H.unpden, 
biirgcfs  of  Buckingham,  concerning  the 
accufition  of  high  treafon  prcferied  by  hir. 
Majefty  aeainil  him.  Lord  Kimholl on,  Sir 
Arthur  Hiflcrig,  Mr  Pym,  Mr  Stroud, 
and  Pdr  Hollis,  worthy  members  cf  tl.e 
Houfc  of  Ct>mmoiis.  'I’nc  purport  v)f  this 
fpeech  is  as  follows  ;  * 

Mr  Sfeaher, 

“  rr  is  a  true  faying  of  tiie  wife  man, 
that  all  things  happen  alike  to  aM  men, 
ns  well  to  the  good  man  as  to  the  b.id. 

'J  iiereis  no  Hate  or  condition  whaifoevrr, 
either  profpenty  or  advcrlity,  bn.  .ill  men 
are  tliarers  in  the  fame.

Essay  on  Cunnikc. 

iT  has  been  confidcred  by  morali»ls  as 
ail  excellent  piece  cd' julticc  in  the  ge- 
reral  difpearation  of  things  in  this  fuhlu- 
nary  world,  that  covetoufnefs,  which  is 
one  of  the  mod  odious  of  all  vices,  carries 
'ts  own  punilhment  along  with  it.  The 
Koxaiis  were  fo  fenfihle  of  this,  that  to 
he  wretched  and  covetous  were  fynony- 
rnous  terms  in  their  language  ;  but  mo¬ 
ral  writers  in  general  have  inadvertently 
let  a  brand  upon  this  vice,  as  the  only 
one  in  the  long  catalogue  of  human  fail¬ 
ings  that  in  this  obvious  manner  punilhes 
and  avenges  the  w’orld  of  itfcif ;  fince 
;  tiiete  is  another  criminal  quality  of  the 
mind  equally  odious,  and  equally  perni¬ 
cious  to  focietv,  and  wliich  like  wife 
•  carries  its  owmi  puniAiment  with  it; 
this  is  that  fpecies  of  art  which  we,  to 
e^illinguiih  it  from  prudence,  whofc  form 
it  iilidincs,  commonly  call  Cunning*  The 
vulgar  oficn  miAake  this  lhadow  of  wif- 
i.oT.  for  the  fuhAance  ;  and  the  bafe  fuc- 
celsful  villain  is  too  often  faid  to  have 
raiieci  himfelf  to  honours  and  riches  by 
his  wifdom  and  prudence. 

The  event,  howxvcr,  ufiially  diAin- 
?uirnes  ihefe,  as  it  crowns  all  other  ac¬ 
tions  ;  and  the  world  as  feldoin  lails  to 
fi-c  the  lliort  continuance  of  the  benefits 
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produced  from  dilboncA  cunning,  as  the 
unfading  duration  of  thofc  wlilch  arc 
the  rewards  of  houelt  wifdom  :  the  wife 
and  good)  while  they  are  riling  gradually 
to  fame  or  honour,  wiiulJ  have  all  the 
prailcs  jiiAly  bcAowed  on  them  in  the 
eiiii,  doubled  in  tlie  priigrcfs  ot  their  pur- 
fuits,  could  the  world  fee  every  Aep  by 
which  they  rofc  ;  while  the  dark  fcenca 
of  villainy,  by  which  the  cunning  mail 
hai  made  his  way  to  greatnefs  and  afflu¬ 
ence,  could  any  one  of  them  be  fu'ly  laid 
open,  he  muA  fall  the  vi<Aim  the  foul 
difeovery.  Men  are  but  men,  and  great 
crimes  cannot  be  perpetrated  alone  ;  the 
fccrrt  is  fafe  enough  in  the  hands  of  the 
maAer-knave  ;  hut  the  accomplices  in 
black  deeds,  having  Icfs  lew'ard,  often 
difeover  the  whole;  and  the  fmilleft 
pan  alone  being  fuffi.ient  to  prove  fata! 
to  the  exalted  and  fecmlngly  happy  chie^, 
his  continual  apprchcnlions  of  fuch  a  ca^* 
taitrophe,  and  his  alarms  on  the  Icalt 
coolnefs  or  dlitaiice  of  his  companions  in 
iniquity,  keep  fufpicion  conAaiitly  awake» 
and  plant  daggers  every  hour  in  bis' 
wretched  hcait. 

HiAory  has  given  us  a  thousand  in- 
Aances  of  this  in  high  life,  and  daily  ex¬ 
perience  furniAies  a  thoufand  more  in 
every  rank  and  order  of  men  in  focicty  : 
nor  is  the  mifciy  Icfs  even  in  the  breaft 
of  the  moft  fucccf&ful  of  the  race  of  cun¬ 
ning  lharpers,  who  efcape  external  pu- 
niduutnt,  and,  in  the  w’orld’s  eye,  inikc 
a  happy  exit  after  a  very  long  life.  The 
fear  of  that  which  ixught  have  happen¬ 
ed  every  d^y,  though  fortunately  for 
him  it  never  came  to  pafs,  mult  have 
kept  him  in  continual  anguilh,  and 
length  of  Kfe  muA  have  been  to  him  a 
painful  duration  of  tortuie.  How 
wretched  muA  be  that  greatnefs,  which 
it  is  ill  the  power  of  the  meaneJt  depen¬ 
dant  to  dcAroy,  which  I  lie  polfciror 
knows  he  is  not  fccuic  of  one  day  after 
another  !  II  nv  embittered  the  enjoyment 
of  an  ample  fortuiie  arnaAcd  by  low  cun¬ 
ning,  wtiich  conAantly  implies  fiainJ,  by 
the  fear  of  being  obliged  by  legal  means 
to  make  rcAitution  of  ill-gotten  wealth  ! 
How  immenfe  then  is  the  dilference  be¬ 
tween  greatnefs  acquired  by  houcA  wif¬ 
dom,  and  that  which  is  purchafed  hf 
this  mean  vice  !

“  In  England,  theatrical  reprefe  ilationt 
continued  to  be  exhibited  in  churches, 
and  on  the  Lord’s  day,  till  the  end  of 
the  fixteenth  century.  But,  in  Scotland, 
the  church,  foon  alter  the  reformation, 
prohibited  plays  to  be  made  upon  any 
fubje^^  in  the  canonical  feriptures  ;  pro¬ 
hibited  plays  of  every  fort  from  being 
aitfed  on  Sunday  ;  and  fome  time  after¬ 
wards  (he  attempted  altn^ether  to  abolifh 
theatrical  repicfentations,  and  threatened 
with  excommunication  thofc  w’hu  thould 
attend  them  ;  but  was  obliged  to  refeind 
her  threatenings  by  command  of  the 
King. 

“  Befides  thofe  theatrical  reprefenta- 
tions,  tiie  populace  aruufed  tiiemfelves 
with  olbrr  gamer,  which,  either  in  the 
f*)urce  from  which  they  originated,  cr 
the  end  to  which  they  were  directed, 
feem  not  to  have  licen  unconncv‘ttd  with 
.religion.  Of  thele,  the  chief  were  the 
game  Rrd/in  Iloody  and  that  of  the  ylb^ 
but  of  Untenfon.

Mr  Br^t:  djOrcd  that  the  queftions  ami 
anU<;ri  to  atui  trom  the  lion.  Admiral, 
l.ctjken  down  by  the  clerk.  Lord  Howe 
Ivcondcd  this  requelt,  and  on  this  a  cla¬ 
morous  debate  enfued  on  the  point  of 
or^ler,  which  laftcd  till  nine  o'clock. 
'I’lic  point  ol  order  in  iOue  was,  whether 
it  wit  or  was  not  parliamentary  to  take 
i'own  the  evidence  of  a  Member  in  ins 
place,  when  no  inquiry  was  yet  inlligat- 
ed,  and  no  intinution  made  of  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  producing  tuch  evidence. 

LorJ  Korth  warmly  oppofed  the  mode 
proceeding  adopted  by  the  Hon.  mem¬ 
ber,  C  'ntending  with  great  heat  that  he 
had  not  the  lenlt  right  to  examine  a 
Mein))tr  of  the  lioufc,  before  an  intpjiry 
iiid  been  inltituted.  On  this  idea  his 
Lf'rd.’nip  very  conliderably  enlarged,  till 
ralhly  throwing  rnit,  “  that  the  lioufc 
were  m  duty  bound  to  regard  the  fenti- 
mrnls  of  the  Speaker  upon  ail  points  of 
order,"  a  genera!  ferment  ilTiieu,  with  an 
nniv’t^rfil  cry  of,  I'ake  it  down!  take  it 
do”  n  ! 

\V;K*n  the  tumult  fubfuled.  Lord  North 
informed  the  Houfe,  that  they  had  taken 
iiold  of  him  before  he  had  got  to  the  end 
of  the  fentence,  for  had  they  let  him  then 
have  explained  himfelf,  they  would  have 
liad  no  occalion  to  have  cxprefiTed  fo  much 
dilappnibation. 

Mr  Dunnifiir  fpoke  to  order,  and  hint- 
ii>g  that  the  noble  Lord  had  cenfured 
himfelf  more  by  denying  what  he  really 
liul,  than  the  Houfe  could  do,  hoped  the 
vote  of  cenfnre  would  be  with-held.  It 
Jlioiild  here  be  rem irked,  that  Lord 
North,  in  explaining  himfelf,  faid  his 
wards  were,  “  that  the  Houfe  ought,  in 
olnx'Jl  ail  cafes,  to  fubmit  to  the  opinion 
ot  H;e  Speaker." 

I'lic  debate  on  the  form  of  order  now 
became  general,  being  warmly  interfered

“Dlurd  it  was  for  the  Houfe  to  be  in  fo 
'^I  'lent  a  debate  when  no  motion  was  be* 
t'-ielhem;  he  therefore  moved,  “  that 
tin*  (j’lellions  put  to  Admiral  Keppel,  and 
tl.c  .ii'.fw’ers  thereto  given  by  him,  be  ta-  • 
ken  tiown  by  the  clerlv  as  evidence,"  • 
which  he  had  no  bnuier  done,  than  Lord 
'•otii  rofe,  and  moved  as  an  amendment, 
th^t  no  inquiry  having  been  inftituted,  ' 
the  qucllian  put  to  Admiml  Keppel,  and 
aniwer  ibereto,  be  taken  down  as  evi¬ 


dence.**  After  a  long  and  fpirited  de¬ 
bate,  the  Houfe  divided,  when  Mr  Fox’s 
mode  of  proceeding  was  negatived  by  20SI 
to  169. 

The  original  debate  was  then  refiimed; 
Mr  Fox  going  again  upon  his  former 
grounds  of  acculation  of  the  Admiralty, 
fun  her  qnefiioning  Admiral  Keppel,  and 
finally  moving,  as  a  refolution  of  the 
Houfe,  “  That  it  appeared  to  that  Houfe 
that  fending  out  Admiral  Keppel  with  ao 
Ihips  and  4  frigates  in  June,  when  it  ap¬ 
pears  as  a  certainty  that  there  were  27 
Ihips  of  the  line  in  Urtft  water,  w  ith  many 
frigates,  and  it  is  highly  probable  there 
were  32  Ihips  of  the  line  lliere,  with  many 
frigates,  was  fending  out  Admiral  Keppel 
with  an  inadequate  fimcc,  and  might  have 
been  attended  with  ver^'  dangerous  con-

Lord  Mtdlirrave  obicrved,  that  the  Hon. 
Ad.miral  in  his  defence,  part  of  w  hieh  had 
been  read  by  an  Hon.  Gentleman,  had 
been  juHitiable  in  making  ufe  of  every 
argument  that  he  I’longht  might  tend  to 
incline  his  judges  to  acquit  him  ;  hut  as 
the  charge  againll  him  went  only  to  his 
condiuft  on  the  27th  and  28th  of  July  laft, 
he  would  have  been  as  jufiifiablc  in  lay¬ 
ing  before  the  Court  the  hiftory  of  his 
whole  life,  as  to  relate  tranfadtioas  of  the 
month  of  March,  totally  unconnedted 
with  the  tylh  of  July:  his  counicl,  who 
had  drawn  up  his  defence,  had  done  well 
to  do  .'d I  in  ihcir  pow’er  for  their  client; 
but  they  fhoiild  not  have  endeavoured  to 
criminate  others  w'ho  were  unconcerned 
in  the  profecution.  He  begged  the  Houfe 
would  not  liifTer  itftlf  to  be  impofed  on 
by  bold  afiertirins,  fupported  by  nothing 
but  by  vehecience  and  oratory.—- He  con¬ 
tended  that  the  Admiralty  had  not  im- 
pf>fed  on  the  nation,  when  they  had  af- 
feried  that  wc  had  42  fail  of  the  line  ready 
for  Tea,  or  in  great  forwardnefs;  this  fie 
confirmed  by  mentioning  the  ftations  and 
names  of  the  (hips.  He  rnnIJ  not  ac¬ 
count  for  the  Hon.  Admiral’s  not  having 
Trt  eived  plealure  wken  he  viewed  the  fix 
(hips  with  a  fca mail’s  eye  ;  they  had  been 
in  a  fifuation  which  certainly  had  given 
him  pleafure;  the  Couragciix  l»e  could 
rpeak  to  with  more  certainty,  as  (he  had 
been  under  his  command. — The  Ilon^

He  tailed  once  with  24  fhips  of  the  line 
with  a  wellcily  wind  ;  but  he  was  deler- 
inincd  never  to  rilk  the  fafety  of  his  com.  • 
try,  and  his  own  glory,  by  failing  agaiii 
from  Porlfmoulh  with  fiich  a  wim!  ;  an. I 
he  declared  he  had  not  learned,  until  bi^ 
firft  retuin,  that  our  trading  fleets  were 
fo  near  home  as  he  afterwards  found 
lliey  were. — To  Ik*  obliged  to*  retreat 
gave  him  infinite  pain  ;  he  wnruld  have 
been  happy  to  have  had  it  in  his  power 
even  to  make  a  (land  agaihft  tlie  tnemy  ; 
if  he  was  capable  of  envy,  he  wou’d  have 
envied  the  noble  Lord  in  his  eye  (Howe) 
the  glory  he  Required  by  goin^ih  queft  of, 
and  bravely  facing  a  fleet  fo  tar  fuperior 
to  his  own  ;  to  gain  fuch  a  glorv,  he 
would  retire  with  pltafurc  from  public 
life. 

Lord  Motive  begged  leave  to  afk  the  ho¬ 
nourable  Admiral  how  manv  Ihips  hc  had 
expeded  to  find  at  Breft  when  he  failed 
fii  ft  ;  the  Admiral  replied,  he  bad  always 
heard  tJie  Minifters  talk  of  17  fail,  w  hich 
perhaps  was  the  number  that  micht  he  fo 
equipped,  as  to  enable  thern  to  f^iil  round 
the  world  ;  but  he  himfclf  cxpcClcd  to 
meet  about  22,  23,  or  24. 

Lord  Motive  approved  the-  meafurc  of 
^endtngout  the  fleet  to  protect  our  lr.«de, 
provided  the  .Admiral  had  received  erdeta 
to  return  when  he  fliouM  have  fecn  the 
convoys  fafe  out  of  the  cliannel.  He 
blamed  the  conduift  of  ihofe  who  had  d  l- 
baiidcij  all  the  midftiipmen  in  the  time  of 
peace,  whicli  made  it  fo  difficult  at  pic- 
fciit  to  get  exjicrirnced  oflfierrs. 

Lord  Muig ^ ave ]o\nc6  in  opinion  about 
the  midihipmen ;  but  faid,’  that  nuafme 
‘  had  not  been  attended  with  fueh  t^ad 
confcquenccs  as  he  hinifelt  had  at  firft  ap¬ 
prehended. 

Hereupon  the  debate  ended,  and  the 
Fiotion  was  rejected  on  .a  divifion,  j;# 
for  the  queftion,  and  104  againft  it.
